BOYNE CITY - Water Street had its 


formal opening at ribbon-cutting cere- 


monies Tuesday morning. The complete 
renovation of the oldest block in town 


‘corrected and modernized invisible and 


well as visible street quality. 

The old water and sewer lines 
beneath the surface of the street were 
crumbling, and new storm sewers and 
power lines were needed. 

On the visible level improvements 
have been widely praised —and in some 
quarters, strongly questioned. 

Praised were the safe sidewalks, the 
attractive planting, the pedestrian 
aprons, and the traffic laning. 

“Traffic has slowed down,’' said 
Dave Smith, one of the owners of 
Harborage. ‘‘Outsiders have reported 
favorably.’ Smith said that it seemed 
less like a throughway now, and more 
like a shopping center. 

The  much-discussed pedestrian 
nodes at the end of each block are ‘‘a lot 
safer for pedestrians, that's for sure," 
according to Police Chief John Talboys. 

Clifton pointed out that they were 
ikking possible what people have been 
trying all along -to get out beyond the 
line of parked cars in order to sce. when 


traffic was clear for their dash across | 


the street. 

The nodes also prevent the illegal 
parking to the corner that frequently 
used to hatch problems. 

City Clerk fom Garlock noted that a 
recent Time Magazine article showed a 
modern stecet designed much like the 
new Water Street. 

And many towns have been employ- 
ing the design, Clifton said. 

City commissioners said they heard 
reports that many towns have also been 
tearing out their nodes, but whether 
their conditions were parallel to those in 
Boyne City was not made clear. 

City Manager lim Clifton said plan- 
ning meetings were held with the 
merchants before the ‘‘streetscape’’ 
Was finalized. Keeping angle parking on 
the west side was one of the merchants’ 
stipulations, I'he merchants approved 
the plans before they were enacted. 


Furthermore, ‘‘We did check with 
traffic engineers and semi drivers 
before we approved the street plan,’’ he 
said, ‘‘and they said ‘they can get 
around those curbs. It isn’t easy for 
them, but we don’t really want to 
encourage them to use Water Street.” 

He said a truck route through the city 
but not through downtown was being 
studied, 

Trucks servicing stores are expected 
to use alleys, avoiding double parking 
on Water Street. 

Snowplowing, Clifton said, will in- 
volve a ‘minor procedural change’’ in 
that the plows won't be able to plow the 
whole street’ in a straight tine, but. 
making a couple of extra turns won't be 
hard. 

The new traffic lanes ‘‘now conform 
to the standards set by the Michigan 
‘Traffic Manual,”’ Talboys said. 

Previously, he explained, the through 
lane was the left turn lane which is not 
according to state standards. Now there 
is the left turn lane by itself at both 
intersections, and through traffic as 
well as right-turning traffic all use the 
tight lane. 


Talboys noted.mew overhead signs - 


are ordered to put above the two 
intersections with arrows showing dir- 
ections ard lanes. These will help keep 
things sorted out, especially during 


times when snow falling obscures the, 


street markings. 

Clifton pointed out the laning pre- 
vents cars turning simultaneously from 
both directions from getting tangled, 
and the design follows the statewide 
pattern with the same dimensions. 

Coniplaints have been made the new 
sidewaiks did not cost the merchants 
anything while résidents must pay 65 
percent of the cost if they want new 
sidewalks in front of their homes. 

Clifton said the charge is only for new 
walks. The cost of replacement is borne 
by the city. The replacement of down- 
town sidewalks falls in the same 
category as the repairs done recently on 
Park and Main Streets in front of private 
homes, for which the city did not 
vharge.

A financial pinch had put an end to 
their plans and the boat spent several 
years for sale at a price between $12,000 

* and $15,000. 

Taylor jokingly offered $4,000, and 

_ the two eventually accepted his offer. 

Taylor’s original intention was to tow 
the boat to the East Jordan Iron Works 
and sell the 200 tons of scrap metal. But 
that was before his family caught the 
explorer bug from a Jacques Cousteau 
television special. 

__ ‘Taylor, his father and younger 

’ brother began toying with the idea of 

_ using the boat as a research and salvage 

_ vessel which would ply the Great Lakes. 

Soon the Taylors were gathering up 
equipment from auctions and from their 
own supplies. ‘‘The more involved we 

; got, the more fun it became," says 

~ Taylor. 

When finished, the Aspen will bea 
totally self-sufficient research and sal- 
vage vessel complete with laboratory 

| atid video equipment. ‘‘No one is really 
involved in salvage work,”’ he says, ‘‘or 
much research.’’

could use our boat.on a charter basis,”’ 
says Taylor. 


Taylor says the lakes could be used as . 


a large-scale breeding ground for fish. 
“The lakes have the capacity ‘to 
support large stocks of fish for com- 
mercial harvest,’’ he says. 
“Michigan has the largest concentra- 


tion of fresh water in the world and — 


could support three times as many fish 
as it currently does.’ 

He says the state of Michigan is not 
very interested in the idea, however. 


According to Taylor, a commercial. | 


salmon industry could easily support 
itself in this area. 

Salmon fingerlings of 7-12 inches 
planted in the lakes feed for 2% years 
and come back to spawn weighing an 
average of 25 pounds. 

Taylor says that beyond the initial 
cost of the fingerlings, the venture is 
free of cost and has the added bonus of 
providing a ‘hothouse environment”’ 
which affords complete control over the 
harvest. ‘‘You can't raise cattle that 
way,’’ he says. 

Taylor says the Charlevoix-Boyne 
area would be ideal for commercial 
harvesting because both the die-off and 
the harvest could be controlled. 

There are also favorable areas in each 
of the Great Lakes—such as the Beaver 
Archipelago—that could be controlled 
as large-scale harvest grounds. 

Perch is another fish that could be 
harvested on a large scale for U.S. 
consumption or for export, according to 
Taylor. 

This, he says, would lead to support 
industries such as small caning opera- 
tions, would create jobs for tesidents 
and would provide revenue by licensing 
commercial fishermen.

Taylor estimates that completion of 
the Aspen project will take another two 


years and an additional $30,000 to 
$40,000.

The Loggers’. own press couldn't 
contain the Snowbirds, whose record 
reached 20-0 ag they advanced to the 
finals of the state Class D district 
tournament on their own court. The 
loss gave the Loggers a 12-8 final 
record. 

Boyne Falls coach Joel Donaldson
